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QUESTION: Please explain Genesis 4:16, 17, especially 
who Cain’s wife was. 


This Scripture reads as follows: “And Cain went out 
from the presence of the Lord, and dwelt in the land of 
Nod, on the east of Eden. And Cain knew his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Enoch: and he builded a city, 
and called the name of the city, after the name of his 
son, Enoch.” 

This refers to the time that Cain was placed under a 
curse for slaying Abel and was driven from his home 
into a strange land. Notice that the Scripture does not 
say that Cain married a wife after he reached Nod—there 
were probably no people there until he arrived. He had 
probably married sometime earlier and took his wife with 
him into Nod. That, however, is not important, for Cain 
could have been in Nod a very long time before his son 
was born, since the Bible does not often mention the 
great passage of time in those early days. What we can 
know is that Cain married either his sister or some near 
relative. In Genesis 3:20 it is stated that Eve “was the 
mother of all living.” In Genesis 5:4 it is stated that 
“sons and daughters” were born to Adam and Eve. We 
know the names of none of the daughters and only three 
of the sons—Cain, Abel, and Seth. The only possibility 
is that the sons and daughters inter-married, then the 
nieces and nephews, and so on, until the world was pop- 
ulated. Cain’s wife had to be his sister, niece, or other 
near relative, probably before he went to Nod. 


QUESTION: According to Acts 2:47, does God add sin- 
ners to the Church? Also, does the word “church” in 
this Scripture refer to a building or a congregation of 
people?—Joe Holcomb, St. Charles, Virginia. 


GoD ADDED TO THE church those who 
came to Him through Christ. Daily souls were saved, so 
daily souls were added to the church. The word church 
refers to the congregation, not the building. It comes 
from the Greek ekklesia, which means “called out ones” 
—that is, persons called into the life of Jesus Christ. In 
the Scriptures the word “church” is always so, but in 
common usage men came to refer to the building as 
“church,” since it is there that the “called out ones” 
meet for worship. The word “Church,” referring to the 
building, comes from the Late Greek kuriakon, which 


means “Lord’s house.”

people throughout the state of Tennessee (and 

other states as well) came together with great 
joy, fellowship, and true spiritual worship as the Tennes- 
see Camp Meeting of the Churches of God assembled 
under the large tabernacle located on the 37-acre wooded 
campgrounds 5 miles East of Chattanooga on highway 
11. This bond of Christain fellowship became fully known 
as the opening hymn “Onward Christian Soldiers” was 
sung; our spirits, minds, and physical efforts were 
solidified for exaltation of Christ, His Church, and the 
salvation of the lost. 

It was a week of spiritual rejoicing, filling, and forma- 
tion for all who attended. The writer did not hear one 
dissenting voice. The things that were said, the things 
that were seen, and the things that were felt were of 
Godly origin and shall serve as weapons of defense for 
another yeer of progress in our churches. Surely all these 
blessings and benefits were results of the all-night prayer 
meetings held at the camp grounds on each Friday night 
during the month of June by the ministers and laity with- 
in driving distance. And too, many pastors and churches 
of farther cistance joined in these all-night prayer meet- 
ings in their homes and churches. 

Results are the ends of all efforts. And there were great 
results in this camp meeting. Christ was the center of 
exaltation. The choir, special singers, and musicians sang 
and played the most beautiful, joyful, meaningful, and 
powerful messages in song to His name that ever accom- 
panied a Church of God camp meeting. The ministers 
and their messages were centered on Christ, and 
through divine unction, were powerful in deliverance. 
The concern of every layman was to join the officials 
and ministers in divine worship of the King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords as their shouts of praises rang and vibrated 
the metal roofing with “glory,” “hallelujah” and “amens.” 
The Church of God was made a divine agent, appointed 
of God, through which the gospel message of deliverance 
from sin and sickness is brought to man. Man is an in- 
strument of righteousness used by God to glorify Christ 
and to convince others of His saving grace, cleansing 
power, and infilling of His Holy Spirit. Thus it can be 
understood that many sinners were saved, backsliders re- 
stored, and those that were weak were made strong.

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nificance and meaning. Everyone was amazed at the 
overflow crowds. This was only the second year at our 
new campground and in our new tabernacle, which is 
reported to seat more people than any other tabernacle 
in our movement. Many hundreds of people could not 
find places to sit. It was estimated that between 4500 and 
5000 attended on Saturday and Sunday nights. 

Our abilities and desires to give and worship God with 
our finance found depth and meaning in this great camp 
meeting. Everyone gave and shared alike in true worship, 
void of personal praise and an individual display of giv- 
ing. God spoke and we gave. Camp meeting expenses 
were met. And through our tears and burdens for the 
lost everywhere, our churches and those present gave 
$27,630.70 for missions. For this we are grateful, and we 
thank God. This amount represents only that which was 
received at the camp meeting and does not include the 
district missions offerings nor the 5 per cent missions of- 
ferings. In response to our duty, our love, and our con- 
cern for those in our Church of God Home for Children, 
our offering for the orphanage work amounted to 
$3,645.94. This of course includes ngither the special of- 
fering at the churches and districts, nor the orphanage 
offering each Sunday morning. For these accomplish- 
ments may God be praised and the people of Tennessee 
be congratulated! 

It seems only proper and fitting that one should express 
the appreciation of the ministers and laity of Tennessee 
for the great work done by our esteemed State Overseer, 
Brother W. E. Johnson, and our energetic Youth Director, 
Brother Fred Jernigan. These brethren have endeared 
themselves to the hearts and lives of all Tennesseans be- 
cause of their leadership, love, concern, understanding, 
and untiring efforts for our good and the good of our 
churches. The records reveal the growth, progress, and 
quality of their leadership. Tennessee is proud of them 
and their accomplishments. 

To highlight the Tennessee Camp Meeting it would be 
necessary to recall and give a review of the personalities 
and spiritual revelations of each service, for truly each 
service was a highlight within itself.

do not have to travel to some distant land to 

learn. On our window sill the small sparrow 
teaches us the divine care of our Heavenly father.

Moon”

Text: Matthew 5:16 “Let your light so shine before men 
that they may see your good works and glorify your Fa- 
ther which is in heaven.” 

HRIST HAS ENJOINED his disciples with a great 
"Sf responsibility, namely, to let their lights shine. In 

John 9:5 we read the words of Jesus, “As long as I 
am in the world, I am the light of the world.” Then we 
find him saying in Matthew 5:14, “Ye are the light of 
the world, a city that is set on a hill cannot be hid.” Per- 
haps we can come to a clearer realization of these words 
as we consider the thought “as the Moon” in connection 
with letting our lights shine. 

The moon is a member of the solar system, and has a 
degree of glory. Paul said “There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and another glory of the 
stars: for one star differeth from another star in glory.” 
1 Corinthians 15:41. The moon plays a great part in the 
role of the universe. There is a correlation between the 
moon and the various seasons, tidal waves, et cetera. There 
are, however, some pagan beliefs concerning the moon 
that arise from superstition. Nevertheless, these follies do 
not detract from the glory and benefit of the moon. The 
Creator called this queen of the night into her orbit and 
assigned to her duties before man was ever created from 
the dust of the earth, and God breathed into his nostrils 
the breath of life and he became a living soul. 

It was on the fourth day of the creation that the Master 
said, “Let there be lights in the firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day from the night; and let them be for 
signs, and for seasons, and for days and years. And God 
made two great lights; the greater light to rule the day, 
and the lesser light to rule the night . . . And God set 
them in the firmament of heaven to give light upon the 
earth. Gen. 1:14, 16, 17. The moon took up her responsi- 
bilities on the fourth day and man came into being on the 
sixth. “So God created man in his own image, in the 
image of God created he him.” 

All of us have been made to appreciate the moon, es- 
pecially in our youth. Her shining face smiles brightly 
upon Mother Earth by night. But, the moon has no light 
of her own. Scientists have discovered that her brightness 
is nothing more than reflections from the sun. Though 
the moon has no light of her own, yet she has the blest 
ability to reflect the light of the “greater light,” the sun. 
This unusual ability gives the queen of the night her 
shining glory. 

So it is with the Christian. The Scripture pictures us as 
natural men, or sinners, with no goodness within our- 
selves, but when we are cleansed in the precious blood of 
the Lamb, we are then qualified to glow, or reflect the 
glory of the Greater Light, Jesus Christ. We have no light 
of our own since we are natural, fleshly, and human. We 
are the creature, not the Creator. 

Then are we in darkness? NO! “Ye are the children of 
light, of the day, walk not in darkness.” Since we have no 
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light of our own, as the moon, we are only capable of re- 
flecting light. We have light, of course, but our light 
comes from the Greater Light, the Son of God, the Sun 
of Righteousness. 

Let us consider these two great lights as we look heaven- 
ward. They are typical of Christ and his people. The sun 
speaks to us of “the Sun of Righteousness.” Malachi 4:2, 
“But unto you that fear my name shall the Sun of Right- 
eousness arise with healing in his wings; and ye shall go 
forth and grow up as calves of the stall.” The moon 
which typifies Israel, and the Church, (Revelation 12:1) 
borrows its light from, and reflects the light of the sun. 
These celestial bodies were assigned to “give light unto 
the earth.” So is our commission as Christians. We are 
told: “Ye are the light of the world .. . let your light so 
shine.” 


PAUL SAID IN Romans 13:12, “The night is 
far spent and the day is at hand.” We are conscious of 
the terrible darkness of the spiritual night that hovers 
about us. It is during this time that we must let our lights 
shine brightly. “The day is at hand.” With an eye of faith 
we can already see the breaking of day. Soon the “Sun” 
(Son of God) will arise in a glorious new millennial day 
of a thousand years’ reign. 

We are His wittnesses or His reflectors. As long as there 
is nothing between us and our Saviour, we radiantly reflect 
His glory and “give light unto the earth.” There is an oc- 
curence known as the eclipse of the moon. “When the 
moon moves through the shadow of the earth it loses its 
bright direct illumination by the sun, although its disk 
still remains faintly visible. This phenomenon is called an 
eclipse of the moon.” (Enc. Britannica Vol. 7, pp. 909). 
Thus when the earth passes between the sun and moon, 
it cuts off the rays of the sun and the moon is for a 
time, unable to reflect its light properly. 

A SPIRITUAL ECLIPSE—When a foreign object or 
matter comes between us and the Saviour, the source of 
our light, it cuts off our Christ-like reflections. Then we 
fail to let our lights shine. During this period we fail to 
be “a light unto the world.” Surely, many, so called, Chris- 
tians are living in a state of spiritual eclipse. Something 
has come between them and Christ and has cut off the 
reflections of His glory. Since this individual has no light 
of his own, and is obscure from the light of His glory, he 
abides in spiritual gloom and darkness—dwelling in the 
shadows. Just as the moon becomes darkened when it 
fails to reflect the light of the sun, so do we, as typical 
of the moon, become dark when we fail to reflect the light 
of the Son. 

If you are living in a spiritual eclipse, may God help 
you to pass from the shadows of the obstacle and begin to 
reflect His full glory in your lives. “Let your light so 
shine before men that they may see your good works and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven.” He has left you 
here to be “the light of the world.”

HERE ARE TIMES when words are inadequate 

} to express what is really meant; especially when 

there is a need for something unusual in the de- 

scription of something so important as this Arkansas 

Camp Meeting which has just gone down indelibly in 
the annals of history. 

With its going, its memory as a great camp meeting 
will long live. It was outstanding for its well-rounded 
program in every department. 

I sat throughout the camp meeting with no end of 
amazement or intrigue. The programs were exceptionally 
well arranged and the management was at its best. The 
finances of the camp meeting were far above normal in 
that no one was embarrassed with the offerings. God 
met the needs, and everyone was very well pleased. 

EVANGELISTIC EMPHASIS 

Cecil B. Knight, the evening speaker, seemed to be at 
his very best. Even though he was not the regularly 
scheduled speaker, he filled the job as a master would. 
Brother Knight gave way to the Holy Ghost every night. 
The Holy Ghost took over early in the message two nights. 
On the other nights the Holy Ghost seemed to freight 
his words with conviction. One night over 90 were in 
the altar. It was impossible to count the seekers every 
night. Also, it was impossible to know how many were 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the Holy Ghost. Many 
of the pioneers in Arkansas said the altar services ex- 
ceeded any the state had ever known in any camp meet- 
ing.

DAY SERVICES 

The writer had the first morning service, which was 
set aside for healing. Reports of the many who testified 
to being healed during that service and of others who 
were healed throughout the meeting were gratifying. 

The healing service on Tuesday morning started what 
was reported to be the greatest day services in the his- 
tory of Arkansas camps. There were interesting messages 
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delivered by several of the state ministers. They were all 
thrilling and to the point. I should like to take time to 
tell about each one of them, but time will not permit it. 

I should not want to mention without giving space for 
each one, for each speaker was equally eligible for non ® 
orable mention. It did not appear that one of the state 
ministers excelled another, for each preached as anointed 

by the Holy Ghost. 

There were several out-of-state ministers present with 
us. Let me mention some of them. 

T. A. Perkins, the overseer of Oklahoma, gave us a 
sermon on “The Master’s Hands,’ which will be re- 
membered long. The Lord honored the message with His 
wonderful presence and anointing. Brother Perkins 
blessed our hearts by his preaching, as he always does. 
Arkansas welcomes him back at any time. 

B. E. Ellis, overseer of Missouri, was present with his 
part of the program well filled. He sang two songs and 
gave us a message on “Revival Evangelism.” The ex- 
periences he told along with his message did for his mes- 
sage what seasonings do for cooking. His message was a 
challenge to all of us. 

Ranking foremost in honorable mention was the visit 
of the General Overseer, Zeno C. Tharp. Again Brother 
Tharp was at his very best with the message on “Revival 
Evangelism.” He started where Brother Ellis left off. His 
next message was one that really was directed to the 
ministers. It offered encouragement to the ones dis- 
couraged. Brother Tharp did not announce his subject 
but his text was Ephesians 3:20, “Now unto him that is 
able to do exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or 
think.” Too much could not be said regarding Brother 
Tharp’s ministry.

GOVERNOR'S VISIT 


The Honorable Orval E. Faubus, governor of Arkansas, 
graced the camp meeting on the second night. He was in- 
troduced by his secretary, Mr. Sikes. Mr. Faubus’ speech 
was one that thrilled all of us. It could be said, and well 
said at that, Mr. Faubus made us all feel at ease around 
him. His entrance into the meeting was a very simple 
one.

Paul’s admonition to “put on the whole armor of God” 
is most timely in our day. To put on the armor means 
putting off the old man and his deeds, or his “duds” as 
one has significantly said, and to put on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In his prayer life the Christian must prepare for 
warfare against principalities and powers and spirits of 
darkness in heavenly places. The battle must be won in 
the spirit before it can be won on earth. In the exercise 
of prayer the whole being comes under discipline if he is 
to be a victorious soldier of the Cross. The mind, the heart, 
and the body come under the white light of the Holy Spirit 
until the mind is renewed, the heart’s affections purified 
and the appetites sanctified—until God’s will is first in all 
activities and all desires are under His control. 

In Deuteronomy 20, Moses lays down laws of warfare

for the warriors of Israel. These laws are, in effect, a 
type of those which govern the New Testament saint who 
puts on the whole armor of God as he puts off the old 
man and his “duds.” They touch the whole being in spirit, 
soul and body in his emotions, and desires and test his 
sincerity of faith in God. 

“When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies 
and seest horses and chariots and a people more than 
thou, be not fraid of them: for the Lord thy God is with 
thee, .. . when ve are come nigh unto the battle... 
the priest shall approach and speak unto the people and 
shall say unto them; Hear O Israel, ye approach this day 
unto battle ... let not your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified because of them; for 
the Lord your God is he that goeth with you to fight for 
you against your enemies to save you.” 

The priests, the representatives of God, conveyed His 
Word to the people for their spiritual equipment for war. 
In the New Testament language they spoke the words of 
Paul: “Be strengthened with all might by His Spigit in the 
inner man.” “He hath not given us the spirit of fear, but 
of love and power and a disciplined mind.” When fear fills 
the heart, faith cannot work; and defeat is certain. Fear 
is Satan’s most powerful weapon yet it is so much a part 
of our natural make up that we neither discern it as such, 
nor do we know how deep are its depths within us. We 
fear so many things and expect calamities, most of which 
never overtake us. We fear sickness, poverty, old age, loss 
of dear ones and many other nameless fears that beset 
the soul of the pilgrim who has not learned how to put 
off all his old “duds.” 

A sister who is a prominent and zealous worker in the 
Lord’s field was stricken with internal cancer. It had 
reached an incurable state and her heart was filled with 
fear. Friends everywhere were praying for her. While ly- 
ing on her bed one day she became aware of the presence 
of the Lord filling her room. He spoke and said: “Are not 
my ways equal?” “Yes Lord.” Then across the wall in 
great golden letters appeared the words: FEAR—CANCER. 
“Fear and faith both begin with F.” The words were 
changed and Fear became Faith. “Cancer and Christ 
both begin with C.” Then Cancer became Christ. At once 


= 
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all fear vanished and perfect healing resulted. ‘Pertect & & 


love casteth out (all) fear.” 
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SPIRITUAL EXPERIENCES must be followed 
by an adjustment of the natural life. If our spirituality 
does not correct and govern our every day walk it is of 
no value. It has neither testimony with men nor power 
with God against the enemy. 

“And the officers shall speak unto the people saying, 
What man is there that hath built a new house and hath 
not dedicated it? Let him go and return to his house lest 
he die in battle and another man dedicate it.” In other 
words, “Put your business affairs in God’s hands. See that 
you owe no man anything and that your relationships are 
all honest and true.” 

“And what man is he that hath planted a vineyard and 
hath not yet eaten of it? Let him also go and return unto 
his house lest he die in battle and another man eat of it.” 
Has your life borne fruit since your conversion? Has the 
fruit of the Spirit been flourishing that all may see the 
change in your spirit? Have you brought any souls to the 
Lord? If you have not you are of no use in the battle. 
You can have no power over the enemy. You may as well 
go home and put on the armor God has provided for His 
warriors. Often our zeal for winning souls is far more evi- 
dent than the fruit of the Spirit in our lives. One young 
missionary became discouraged over his inability to win 
the natives to Christ. Then he saw that he lacked the 
precious fruit that alone could attract a soul to God. He 
sought the Lord for the fruit of the Spirit and began to 
see a change in the attitude of the people. Love, joy and 
peace made the approach to their hearts easy as they felt 
the love of Christ in him. 

“And what man is there that hath betrothed a wife 
and hath not taken her? Let him go and return unto his 
house lest he die in the battle and another man take her.” 
In Israel a betrothed man was given a year’s exemption 
from service that he might stay at home “and cheer his 
wife.” Otherwise, he would have been unsettled and un- 
fitted for warfare. The would-be disciple who wanted to 
follow Jesus said, “Let me first bury my father.” Another 
said, “Let me bid farewell to my family.” It is plainly seen 
that God’s call was not the first thing in their hearts, but 
affection for their relatives had first place. They were un- 
fit to be disciples. How many who have professed a call 
to the mission field have failed in this test! The affections 
of the heart overcame the call of God. He was given sec- 
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ond place and His power departed from their lives and 
with it the joy of service. The tears of the sower, and the 
song of the reaper will be unknown to them. “Are your 
affections nailed to the Cross, Is thy heart right with 
God?” The soldier of the Cross must come to a settle- 
ment with God over his heart’s affections. Hudson Taylor 
had to choose between God’s call and his fiancee. Lillian 
Thrasher won the great battle of her youth when she said 
“Yes” to God’s call to Egypt even on the eve of her wed- 
ding. What mighty soldiers they became! When C. T. 
Studd was torn between his call to China and his moth- 
er’s pleadings to remain at home and serve the Lord he 
opened his testament and read these heart-searching 
words: “A man’s foes shall be those of his own house- 
hold.” That settled it for him. Another servant of God, 
who had long resisted his parents’ pleadings to stay at 
home, got as far as the station with his family—all packed 
up and ready for Africa. The father and mother still 
pled with him to change his mind; and there, all ready to 
start, he gave in to them and gave up his call. His life 
lost its joy, and his service for God in the ministry be- 
came barren and fruitless. 

“And the officers shall speak further unto the people... 
What man is there that is fearful and fainthearted? Let 
him go and return to his house lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his own heart.” Fear is contagious and 
one fearful soul can inject fear into the hearts of those 
about him. He is useless as a soldier and better out of the 
ranks until he has put on his armor and gotten right with 
God. One missionary who, on her furlough, was rejoicing 
in the thought that she had found a recruit for Africa 
happened to mention about the snakes she had seen there. 
“Snakes! O never!” The would-be soldier turned back. 
Snakes looked larger to her than the Almighty God who 
had made the serpent eat dust in Eden and had put a 
curse upon him. Neither had she believed His Word in 
Mark 16: “These signs shall follow them that believe; In 
my name... they shall take up serpents.” “Ye shall tread 
on serpents and scorpions... nothing shall by any means 
hurt you.” What an eternal loss her foolish fear cost her! 


IT IS MOST INSPIRING to follow God’s ways 
in the making of an intercessor in the book, “Rees Howells 
—tIntercessor,” by Norman Grubb. The putting off of the 
old man covered a period of many years, in fact his span 
of life. After his conversion, his determination to make 
money in America was surrendered. Returning to Wales, 
he went to work as a humble miner. In the evenings he 
conducted a mission and led souls to Christ. Individuals 
were laid on his heart for prayer and to meet the chal- 
lenge he had to show practical concern for their lives. One 
man who had no faith in God was in debt. Mr. Howells 
paid his debts and the man was converted seeing Christ’s 
love for him demonstrated through His servant. The worst 
man in the village was laid on his heart. He had to chum 
with this tramp, an outcast, and walk the streets with him 
in his rags and dirt. His keen appetite for food was tested. 
He learned the secret of fasting. He lived on two meals a 
day. His pride of appearance and the favor of his fellow 
men were tested. His expenditures came under rigid con- 
trol; he could not spend a cent on anything unnecessary. 
A severe test came when God showed him to give over the 
leadership of his beloved mission to his assistant while he 
remained at home to pray.

with relatives to answer a call to Africa. After years of 
fruitful service there, they had to leave their belove 
mission and evangelistic work and return to Wales. At 
each step of the journey, the challenge was greater. Now 
he was to open a school to train young people for the 
ministry. God’s voice was now so clear that he knew the 
place and the building that was His choice; so without 
money Rees Howells began to pray for it. After some years 
a larger place was necessary. It too became his through 
the power of intercession. Then a still larger place was 
shown him, the Lord naming the price He would pay for 
it—$300,000. These estates were almost in the hands of 
the Reman Catholics but intercession claimed them for 
the work of the gospel. Then God led him to intercede for 
national affairs during the war. He prayed through for 
two great victories. The conflict was so great his bodily 
strength was taxed beyond its limit and while still in his 
early seventies he answered the last call and went Home. 
He had fought a good fight with the whole armor of God 
as his divine equipment. 

“Let us wake up before it is too late!” concludes Premier 
Manning. “Let us realize what it is we are fighting. ‘We 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against... . spir- 
itual wickedness in high places!’ God is speaking today 
in one last word of warning to mankind. Let us give ear 
to His Word. Like Elijah of old, let us go forth and stand 
upon the mount before the Lord. Though the wind, the 
earthquake, and the fire rage around us, if we but listen 
we will hear the still small voice which speaks peace to 
the nation or the soul that will wait upon the Lord.”

Hew D. L. Moody Discovered the Secret of Power 


In the years 1873-1875, God, through Moody and Sankey, 
stirred all Great Britain after the manner of the leaders 
of The Great Awakening. It is said that in London, more 
than two and a half million people heard their messages. 
“In Glasgow alone, at least 7,000 members were added to 
the churches.” It was during the Glasgow meetings that 
Mr. Moody told how he discovered the secret of power. 
He says: 

“I remember two holy women who used to come to my 
meetings. It was delightful to see them in the congre- 
gation. When I began to preach I could tell by the expres- 
sion on their faces that they were praying for me. At the 
close of the Sunday evening services, they would say to 
me, ‘We have been praying for you.’ 

“I said, ‘Why don’t you pray for the people?’ 

“They answered, ‘You need power!’ 

“ ‘T need power,’ I said to myself, Why, I thought I had 
power. I had a large Sunday School and the largest con- 
gregation in Chicago. There were some conversions at the 
time. I was, in a sense, satisfied. But right along these two 
godly women kept praying for me, and their earnest talk 
about being anointed for special service set me thinking. 

“T asked them to come and talk with me, and we got 
down on our knees. They poured out their hearts that I 
might receive the anointing, and the Holy Spirit, and 
there came a great hunger into my soul. I did not know 
what it was. I began to pray as I never had before. I 
really felt that I did not want to live if I could not 
have this power for service. The hunger increased. I was 
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praying all the time that God would baptize me with the 
Holy Spirit. 

“Well, one day n the cty of New York—Oh, what a 
day! I cannot describe it; it is almost too sacred an ex- 
perience to name. Paul had an experience of which he 
never spoke for fourteen years. I can only say that God 
revealed Himself to me, and I had such an experience of 
His love that I asked Him to stay His hand. 

“T went to preaching again. The sermons were not dif- 
ferent; I did not present any new truths; and yet hun- 
dreds were converted. I would not now be placed back 
where I was before that blessed experience if you gave 
me all of Glasgow—it would be as the small dust of the 
balance.” 

Moody’s spiritual transformation made him a channel 
of spiritual enrichment to the ends of the earth. After 
this experience, he was a sanctified vessel through and in 
which the omnipotent Spirit could accomplish His mighty 
work. Would that every servant of Christ would have such 
an epochal hour! Do we not need this divine power? A 
similar Spirit-empowered ministry would shake the world. 
O God, give us, many more Spirit-baptized workers. 

“And being assembled together with them, commanded 
them that they should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Father, which saith he, ye have 
heard of me. For John truly baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence,” Acts 1:4 and 5.

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MOODY REPORTS HOLY LAND 
INVASION BY U. S. TOURISTS 

Moody Monthly, publication of the 
Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, re- 
ports that the Holy Land is being in- 
vaded by a record-breaking influx of 
American tourists. , 

The report says: “Hardly a Chris- 
tian can be found who does not cher- 
ish the desire to travel in the Holy 
Land with his Bible open on his lap. 
It is a captivating experience. Last 
month the vanguard of 50,000 U. S. 
tourists—twenty-five percent more 
than last year—left by plane or boat 
for Israel—most of them having only 
a scant three weeks in which to “do” 
the Holy Land; but all were hopeful 
of capturing some of the romance of 
walking, literally, in the footsteps of 
the men and women of the Bible, in- 
cluding their Saviour. 

“Most tourists head for Jerusalem 
which will shortly observe the third 
millenium of its recorded history— 
probably the oldest tourist city in the 
world. It is doubtful, however whether 
the visitor of antiquity could avail 
himself of the comfort and conveni- 
ence which await his modern counter- 
part. Today’s tourist can reach al- 
most any part of the Holy Land by 
luxury coach or by the newest auto- 
mobiles traveling over modern high- 
ways... 

“As you read this, one or more of 
the 46 groups of the 1500 Baptists 
from the U. S., visiting Jerusalem in 
conjunction with the Baptist World 
Alliance Congress, will be reliving Bi- 
ble history somewhere in the tiny Holy 
Land... 

“In exchange for the thrills and 
excitement of his brief Holy Land vis- 
it, the average U. S. tourist will leave 
$115 in American money... 

“But, to most Christians, their Holy 
Land vacation will be a time of medi- 
tation and reconsecration, of renewed 
determination to become better ac- 
quainted with their Bible and with 
the Saviour of whom it speaks.” 

Governor Frank G. Clement, of Ten- 
nessee, was the chief speaker at the 
Town Meeting of the Air program 
which originated at the opening ses- 
sion of the Youth for Christ Interna- 
tional convention at Winona Lake, 
Ind. 

The governor remained at the con- 
vention following the Town Meeting 
broadcast and spoke for 40 minutes on 
“Faith and Courage.” He used Psalm 


e 46 as his text and at the conclusion 


said, “I hope and pray you have the 
courage tonight to rededicate your life 
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to Christ or accept Him for the first 
time as your Saviour.” Some 40 persons 
responded. 

CALIFORNIA ATTORNEY GENERAL 

OKAYS BIBLE AS LITERATURE 

In California, the Bible finally got 
into the public school system—as liter- 
ature, but not for religious instruction 
purposes. So ruled Edmund G. Brown, 
the State Attorney General. 

The ruling was one of several of 
interpretative nature enunciated in 
response to requests by the State 
Board of Education and various dis- 
trict attorneys on California consti- 
tutional church-state provisions. 

Although public school use of the 
Bible for religious purposes is prohib- 
ited by the State Constitution, Mr. 
Brown held that the Bible might be 
used for other purposes. 

“Not only may the Bible be discussed 
in a general way in an appropriate 
literature class,” he said, “but specific 
passages, because of their eloquence 
or poetic beauty, may be used for spe- 
cial study, such as the Song of Ruth or 
Paul’s great tribute to charity.” 

In another opinion Mr. Brown ruled 
that prayers might not be made part 
of the public school curriculum. 

“It is true that the majority of our 
people are Christians or Jews, so that 
simple prayers to a Supreme Being 
would not be incompatible with the 
views of most students,” he declared. 
“Nevertheless, even atheists and ag- 
nostics are protected in their beliefs 
by the Constitution ... In the great 
ideological struggle in which the world 
is now engaged enforced conformity 
of thought is one of the evils against 
which we fight.” 

He held further that the State Con- 
stitution prohibited the distribution of 
the Gideon Bible “throughout the 
school system,” although such Bibles 
may be distributed “to children on 
their way to and from public schools.” 

He said that he saw no constitution- 
al objections to the sale or long-term 
lease of public property for religious 
purposes, this view being based on the 
theory that the separation doctrine is 
“not designed to place religious or- 
ganizations in an inferior position.” 
FULLER INSTALLS CARNELL 
AS YOUNGEST PREXY 

Edward John Carnell, 35, reputed to 
be the youngest seminary president in 
the U. S., was inaugurated as Presi- 
dent of Fuller Theological Seminary, 
Pasadena. Present at the ceremony, 
and obviously pleased at the choice, 
was founder Dr. Charles E. Fuller, of 


the world-wide Old Fashioned Reviv- 
al Hour radio program. Representa- 
tives from 45 educational institutions 
were also present. 

The investiture was accomplished by 
Dr. Harold John Ockenga, president 
of the Board of Trustees, pastor of 
Park Street Church of Boston, and 
first president of the Seminary. While 
Dr. Carnell knelt before the assem- 
blage, Ockenga placed a gold me- 
dallion bearing the seal of Fuller Sem- 
inary and hung by a heavy gold chain 
about the neck of the one acceding to 
the office.

ALL U. S. CASH TO CARRY “IN 
GOD WE TRUST” INSCRIPTION 

President -Eisenhower signed into 
law on July 12 a bill requiring the in- 
scription “In God We Trust” to be put 
on all U. S. currency—both bills and 
coins. 

The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing has already switched to new dies 
and the first bills bearing the testi- 
mony will be in circulation shortly. 

Noting that the Bureau was install- 
ing new printing equipment, the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee, in approving 
the bill, said that it “presents an ex- 
— opportunity to correct an over- 
sight.” 


CONGRESSWOMAN SCORES 
HOLLYWOOD’S BIBLE STORIES 

Representative Katharine St. George 
(R.-N.Y.) has inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record an article by J. C. Furn- 
as, published in the Christian Herald, 
and, in connection with it, has com- 
mented on the “distorted, inaccurate, 
and at times quite disgusting inter- 
pretations of Bible stories by Holly- 
wood.” 

“Apart from the revulsion that any 
informed student of the Bible must 
feel, from a religious standpoint, the 
glaring distortions and outright false- 
hoods make these pictures historically 
useless and quite absurd,” she com- 
mented.
